WASHINGTON (AP) — Rabbi Baruch 


Korfi' says his fund to pay former President 
Richard M. Nixon's legal fees is $99,428 in the 
red with more bills expected. 


A source close to Nixon in San Clemente 


said that in the face of mounting hospital and 
legal costs, Korff's President Nixon Justice 
Fund will provide "essential assistance for 
Nixon to pay his bills. 


"His entire finances could be substantially 


wiped out in a year," the San Clemente source 
said. 


Korff said the fund had $9,325 on hand as of 


Saturday. He said it owes $77,753 in fees to the 
linn of Nixon's lawyer, Herbert J. Miller, 
plus a $31,000 loan to another Korff-organized 
Nixon defen.se committee. 


Korff said he has been told the fund will be 


billed for another $221,000 in legal fees for 
Nixon. 


He refused to say whether that estimate 


came from Nixon's staff in San Clemente or 
from his lawyer?; in Washington. He said he 
had no details on what specific legal work the 
additional bills would be for. 


Korff said the $77,753 bill plus $30,000 


already paid to Miller's law firm includes 
legal work for suits surrounding the chal- 
lenged Sept. 7 agreement on Nixon's White 
House tapes and papers plus a number of sub- 
poenas served on Nixon. 


The fund paid for Nixon's suit seeking to 


have the tapes and papers shipped to storage 
near San Clemente, Korff said. He said 28 
individuals and organizations are suing Nixon 
and the government to nullify the agreement 
fJ/at would give Nixon eventual control over 
'Uie tapes and papers. 


Miller's law firm refused comment on what 


Nixon's legal fees are likely to be and how 
much of its bills will be going to Korff's fund. 


The San Clemente source said he had no 


hard figures but that legal costs have gone to 


• $100,000 in three months. He described as 
reasonable estimate that they would involve 
a' least ;,n addinonal 1200,000. 


Korff said the fund was incorporated Oct. 1 


to pay any Nixon legal bills related to his 
presidency, including any appearance at the 
Watergate cover-up trial and other proceed- 
ings.

LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) — 


Former President Richard M. 
Nixon is in critical condition to- 
day after lapsing into shock for 
three hours and experiencing 
internal bleeding following sur- 
gery for phlebitis. 


"The doctors are fighting for 


that 
man's 
life," 
hospital 


spokesman Norman Nager told 
newsmen Tuesday night. He 
said later he didn't mean the 
statement to carry the serious- 
ness it denoted. 


But a source close to the situ- 


ation later confided, "I know 
the doctors are worried" about 
Nixon's chances of survival. 


In a statement read by Na- 


ger, Dr. John C. Lungren said 
a team of physicians adminis- 
tered "countershock measures 
for three hours until a stable 
vascular (circulation) condition 
was once again restored" late 
Tuesday. 


He added, "The patient is 


still considered critical." 


Lungren said Nixon, 61, was 


under round-the-clock care by a 
team of specially trained in- 
tensive care nurses and that 
Dr. Eldon B. Hickman, the car- 
diovascular specialist who per- 
formed the operation, would 
spend the night near Nixon. 


Nixon's wife, Pat, was with 


Nixon after the surgery. A Nix- 
on aide 
described 
her 
as 


"strained and trying to keep 
herself up during these difficult 


times." 


Mrs. 
Nixon was later joined 


by Nixon's longtime personal 
secretary, Rose Mary woods, 
and the two Nixon daughters, 
Tricia Nixon Cox and Julie Nix- 
on Eisenhower, who flew in 
from the East Coast. 


Mrs. 
Nixon and her two 


daughters remained with the 
former 
president until late 


Tuesday night and then went to 
the Nixons' seaside villa at San 
Clemente, 50 miles south of 
Long Beach, so the former 
president could have "undis- 
turbed rest," said a Nixon aide. 


A White House spokesman 


sent word that President Ford 
was praying for Nixon. 


Lungren said Nixon's pulse 


rate had increased and he had 
a slight fever. He said Nixon 
was receiving medication in- 
travenously. 


Twelve hours earlier, sur- 


geons had attached a plastic 
clip — resembling a clothespin 
with teeth — to a vein in Nix- 
on's groin to control a newly 
discovered blood clot resulting 
from the phlebitis in his left 
leg. The jaw-like clip allows 
blood to flow, but impedes the 
movement of life-threatening 
clots to the heart and lungs. 


In Memphis, Tenn., Dr. Rob- 


ert M. Miles, inventor of the 
surgical clip used in Nixon's 
operation, 
said 
that 
post- 


operative hemorrhage is in- 


night, Ford repeated a state- 
ment he made at a White 
House news conference earlier 
in the day: 


"If, while Congress deliber- 


ates, economic circumstances 
change, I will be open-minded." 


Ford urged, however, that his 


own proposals 
be given a 


chance. 


The President made three 


speeches during his brief senti- 
mental journey to Grand Rap- 
ids. At a downtown plaza, he 
stood bareheaded and without a 
topcoat in a chill, driving rain 
for more than a half-hour. 


Ford was notified of former 


President Richard M. Nixon's 
medical setback while in Grand 
Rapids and said through a 
spokesman that he was praying 
for Nixon's full recovery. White 
House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said Ford had no plans 
to visit the critically ill Nixon, 
although he would be in Los 
Angeles Thursday for another 
political rally. 


If anything, the President's 


campaign rhetoric on his home 
soil was a bit less strident than 
in appearances last week on be- 
half of Republican candidates. 


Ford did not, for example, 


equate a big Democratic elec- 
tion victory Nov. 5 with a 
threat to world peace. As he 
earlier told his first impromptu 
news conference.

'Shock' Means Collapse 
Of Blood Circulation 


NEW YORK (AP) — Medical "shock," the condition into 


which former President Richard M. Nixon lapsed after his 
phlebitis operation, means a collapse of blood circulation. 


A simple cut on the hand, or even getting a vaccination shot, 


can cause some people to go into mild shock. They become 
woozy or even faint. 


Emotional states can affect blood circulation, which is one 


reason for showing pallor or feeling faint. 


Nixon's postoperative shock may have been complicated by 


his reluctance to seek early treatment for his phlebitis, or vein 
condition, or his own emotional reaction to the Watergate 
scandal that led to his resignation, one physician says. 


Small arteries, called arterioles, dilate, or expand, thereby 


losing ability to contract normally to push freshened blood to all 
parts of the body, including the heart and brain. 


Shock can result from accidental injuries, excessive bleeding, 


excessive manipulation of organs during surgery, or operations 
on the vascular system. The veinous, or vein system, is par- 
ticularly sensitive to manipulation surgically. Nixon had a 
major vein clamped mostly shut. 


Further, he apparently had a very extensive series of clots 


throughout much of his left leg, a pre-existing interference with 
veinous blood return to the heart. 


One physician, asked for an opinion about the Nixon case, 


said, "He was reported not to have been in very good physical 
condition the night before, and the operation was therefore 
delayed. But the operation was apparently deemed necessary to 
avoid life-threatening trouble if a major clot broke loose" and 
went from the leg to the lungs. 


Treatment of Nixon's kind of shock usually involves giving 


massive blood transfusions. Normally, the human body has 
about five quarts of circulating blood. But if arteries relax, and 
don't push the flow along with normal pressure, more blood is 
needed to fill up the system so that weakened artery con- 
tractions can still do the job.

frequent and patient shock is 
rare in that type of surgery. 


A five-man medical team 


participated in the hour-long 
operation which started at 5:30 
a.m. Tuesday. After the oper- 
ation — described as relatively 
simple — doctors told a news 
conference that the former 
chief executive was "doing 
well." 


Hickman, an assistant profes- 


sor of surgery at the UCLA 
School of Medicine, called the 
operation 
"uneventful" 
and 


said, "Mr. Nixon is doing well 
..., recovering in the normal 
manner." 


But just over six hours later, 


Nixon slipped into vascular 
shock which arrested the circu- 
lation of his blood for three 
hours before doctors and nurses 
were able to "stabilize" his 
condition. 


Lungren 
said 
the 
com- 


plication was probably caused 
by 
"some 
retro-peritonaeal 


bleeding secondary to anticoa- 
gulation therapy." Retro-per- 
itonaeal bleeding means bleed- 
ing behind the membrane that, 
surrounds the abdomen. 


Earlier, Lungren had said 


there was "somewhat 
more 


risk than normal" to the sur- 
gery because Nixon had been 
taking anticoagulants which left 
him 
prone to 
uncontrolled 


bleeding. After the surgery, 
however, Lungren told report- 
ers there had been no excessive 
bleeding. 


Lungren said that when Nix- 


on went into shock "replace- 
ment of blood loss (through 
transfusions) and relaxation of 
anticoagulation therapy were 
instituted." 


The amount of blood trans- 


fused into Nixon was not dis- 
closed, 
Local Doctor 
Doesn't Support 
Mental Theory 


Dr. Scott Middleton told the 


Daily Sun this morning that 
shock following an operation 
was 
an 
"uncommon" 
oc- 


currence. 


The local surgeon added that 


he felt that the theory that 
Nixon's 
mental 
condition's 


causing his illness 
was a 


"supposition. I find difficulty in 
placing belief in it." 


He added, however, that 


"there is some evidence that 
people can give up hope and 
wish to die, and this seems to 
have an effect on their ability to 
sustain life." 


Dr. 
Middleton 
wondered 


aloud if the news media might 
not have been mistaken about 
the veinous clip reportedly put 
in Nixon's leg 
before 
the 


surgery. 


"I wonder if the clip was not 


put in his side, about the level of 
the umbilicous (navel), rather 
than his leg," Dr. Middleton 
said. "I think they probably put 
the clip in the vena cava (large 
vein by which the blood returns 
to the heart), which would be 
going through his side instead of 
through his leg." 


Adding that operating on a 


patient 
who had 
received 


massive doses of anticoalgulant 
was "often done" he said that 
the anticoagulant reaction "can 
be reversed."

central files in Baltimore to 
make sure a second number 
isn't issued to the same per- 
son," Helmer said. 


"Screening takes time," he 


said, "So you should apply for 
your number at least several 
weeks before you need it for a 
job covered by social security." 


People can get information 


about applying for a number by 
calling or writing any social 
security office. More than nine 
out of 10 jobs are covered by 
social security. 


A worker builds retirement, 


disability, 
survivors, 
and 


Medicare protection by work 
and earnings credited to his 
social security number. "Your 
social security number is yours 
alone and remains the same for 


life," he said. "When you get a 
job covered by social security, 
be sure your employer copies 
your 
name 
and 
number 


correctly 
from your

security card to his records." 


People applying for a social 


security number for the first 
time may be asked to prove 
their age, identity,

Adams 


contended the specifications 
made it clear to all bidders that 
if a supplier could not bid the 
complete job he could be

Morton was back at Mon- 


day's meeting, and requested 
the commission to reject all 
bids, call for specifications to 
be written in a manner that 
separate bids be submitted and 
seek new bids. 


THE ARCHITECT at the Oct.

Texas Baptists Declare War on World Hunger 
Israel's Enemies Pledged Arab Oil Money 


AMARILLO, Tex. (AP) - 


Texas Baptists issued their an- 
nual "social action" statement 
today declaring war on world 
hunger and touching on a wide 
range of provocative issues. 


The report, reflecting the so- 


cial conscience of the Baptist 
General Convention of Texas, is 
traditionally 
the 
strongest 


statement from the group con- 
cerning governmental political 
and moral issues. 


It was prepared by the Texas 


Baptist Christian Life Commis- 
sion for presentation to some 
3,000 messengers to the 89th an- 
nual meeting of the two-million 
member organization. 


In addition to world hunger, 


the report touched on the econ- 
omy, family life, integrity in 
government, criminal justice, 
public school financing, prob- 
lems of youth and alcohol-drug 
abuse. 


The statement was subject to 


debate, but not editing, and tra- 
ditionally is accepted without 
change. 


World hunger was the lead 


item 
in the report, which 


sought to link American eating 
habits to hunger for millions of 
less furtunate people around 
the world. 


"In a world scarred by fam- 


ine, for us to be insensitive to 
the adjustment of our own eat- 
ing habits could relegate many 
to death by starvation," the 
statement said. 


The commission ticked off a 


list of allegedly wasteful U.S. 
foodstuff practices and called 
upon all churches "to reorder 
their economic priorities to pro- 
vide a continuing support sys- 
tem for world hunger relief." 


The commission was sharply 


critical of the Gatesville and 
Mountain View Schools for 
Boys, calling them "schools for 
crime" and applauding efforts 
to shut them down. 


What is needed, the report 


said, are efforts to advance the 
"localization, humanization and 
de-institutionalization of pro- 
grams for youth." 


Moving to the problems of 


county and local jails, the re- 
port said: 


"Life for those in these jails 


is degrading at best. Beatings 
and rape are not uncommon 
... while we recognize the 
need for detention facilities, 
those who have not been con- 
victed are frequently worse off 
than convicted criminals." 


The report called for new leg- 


islation regulating county and 
local jails, creation of a state- 
wide system of adult probation 
and radical reformation of the 
entire bail bond system. 


Noting that the expenditures 


for public school finance vary 
as much as $200 to $2,000 per 
pupil between districts, the 
commission declared:

Egypt and Syria will each get 
$1 billion a year of the "con- 
frontation" funds for the next 
four years; Jordan will get $300 
million, and the PLO was al- 
lotted $50 million. 


In addition, a single payment 


of $150 million will be made to 
South Yemen for a 99-year 


lease on its Perim island, com- 
manding the Bab al Mandab 
strait at the southern end of the 
Red Sea. All shipping to and 
from Elat, Israel's southern 
port, must pass through the 
strait, and Egypt, Saudi Arabia 
and Abu Dhabi are reported 
stationing naval forces there.

Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates 
would be the chief contributors. 
It was the first time the Arab 
oil countries agreed on con- 
certed financial support for the 
campaign against Israel. 


'Snitch' Blames Federal Agencies for His Life

DALLAS (AP) - Joe Ples- 


tina, an Indiana haberdasher 
turned government stool pi- 
geon, gazed from his hotel bal- 
cony at Dallas' rainy skyline 
and sighed heavily. "There are 
a lot of people who would like 
to kill me. I can't worry about 
that." 


But Joe was worried. 
On his bed were an AR-15 


semi-automatic rifle with a 60- 
round banana clip, a sawed-off 
.30 caliber rifle and an auto- 
matic pistol. 


Joe is running. And Joe is 


talking, blaming federal narcot- 
ics and customs agents for 
transforming him into a walk- 
ing target. 


Until four days ago, Joe Ples- 


tina said, he was a "snitch," 
one of dozens, perhaps hun- 
dreds, who ply their trade on 
both sides of the Mexican bor- 
der. The snitches tip federal 
narcotics agents and customs 


. agents to narcotics deals. With- 


out the snitches, the govern- 
ment would find it nearly im- 
possible to slow the flow of ille- 
gal drugs across the Rio 


Grande. 


Anyone who buys narcotics 


across the border can be fairly 
sure that a snitch is aware of 
what's happening, ready to col- 
lect a government cash com- 
mission for a tip-off. 


"I've lost my business, my 


wife, my health," Plestina said 
in an interview. "I've got noth- 
ing left. I couldn't even have a 
nervous breakdown now." 


He blamed his present trou- 


bles on what he said was jeal- 
ousy and bickering between the 
two federal agencies which 
paid him. The agencies denied 


it. 


"I don't know where I'm go- 


ing. I'm hot right now. But if 
I'm going down the tubes, I'm 
taking some of them with me," 
he said. 


Poe Plestina was so named 


30 years ago by his parents. 
Last December, the Drug En- 
forcement Agency (DEA) and 
the U.S. Customs Department 
at Laredo named him J. P. 
McGregor as a cover identi- 
fication. 


"I was in the clothing busi- 


ness in Bloomington, Ind., and 
I moved to Laredo for the se- 


renity. I opened a shop in 
Nue^o Laredo, Mexico (La- 
redo's sister city across the Rio 
Grande). Things were going 
along pretty well until the gov- 
ernment came along," Plestina 
said. 


Chain-smoking cigarettes, he 


lay stretched across his bed, a 
form-fitting Mexican shirt open 
to the waist. A knock on the 
door bolted him upright. There 
was no other sound save a driv- 
ing rain and the balcony cur- 
tains flirting with the breeze. 


The room service waiter 


brought in coffee. 


"They, the different (govern- 


ment) agents, came at me like 
salesmen. They said that with 
my store I was in a good posi- 
tion to keep an eye on the drug 
traffic, smuggling, what have 
you," he continued. 


Plestina said he was given no 


formal training but learned 
"from the bad guys" how to 
move through the underworld, 
negotiating deals for large sup- 
plies of stolen American mili- 
tary weapons, narcotics and 
othjr goods. 


"I've put 20, 25 guys in jail," 


he said. 


•"You don't ever act scared 


with these people. Just tough. 
Don't say much. Just act bad. 
Let their imagination do the 
rest. They'll think you're worse 
than they arc. I've had guys 
stick guns in my face. I'd just 
tell 'em what I would do to 
them if they didn't lay it down. 
I always travel heavy (armed). 
You have to," he said. 


Plestina said he has dealt 


with one of South Texas' big- 
gest narcotics and weapons 
dealers, a man known as Mexi- 
can Red. "The real force be- 
hind him, the gal that keeps his

head on straight, is (name 
omitted i, an elementary school 
teacher in San Antonio," Ples- 
tina said. 


"We dealt for 600 to 800 


weapons in trade for three or 
four kilos of cocaine. That's the 
way the DEA wanted me to run 
at him. But money is the thing. 
That's all a drug dealer cares 
about is money... money ... 
money." 


Plestina said the deal fell 


through and nearly resulted in 
his exposure. There were other 
cases that, according to Ples- 
tina, kept him on his toes. 


But the rub, he says, finally 


came when DEA and customs 
agents began bickering over 
who actually controlled Ples- 
tina's activities, and therefore 
the publicity surrounding the 
arrests in which he played a 
part. 


"It was just their petty rival- 


ry, jealousy. The DEA told me 
to quit talking to customs, and 
vice versa. When I wouldn't do 
it, they finally blew my cover. 
I'm no good in Laredo any- 
more," he said. 


Plestina's methods were rela- 


tively simple. Typically, he 
said, he would make an initial 
contact posing as a go-between, 
work up a narcotics deal, then 
inform 
government 
agents 


when and where they could 
make arrests. 


He told of one deal involving 


a young Laredo college student 
who boasted he could deliver 
marijuana or cocaine. Thinking 
that Plestina represented the 
buyer, the collegian delivered a 
small amount of cocaine for 
$800. The plan, Plestina said, 
was to work up a bigger deal 
before making the bust. But, 
the snitch said, he decided to 
reveal his identity. 


"I told the kid I was going to 


let him in on something that 
would blow his mind. I told him 
to sit down. I said: 'You've 
been had. I set you up.' I told 
the kid to stay cool, not to 
move, to contact a lawyer right 
away. I told him to play it 
dumb when contacted again. I 
felt I owed it to him because he 
trusted me all the way. Maybe 
it was dumb for me to do that 
but I had set up the kid." 


Plestina said the episode cost 


him $3,000-$4,000 in reward 
money, assuming a bigger deal 
had been made. He also admit- 
ted it "blew his cover" for fu- 
ture snitch work in Laredo. 


Although DEA official B. J. 


Cochran denied any personal 
knowledge of Plestina, his of- 
fice verified having knowledge 
of the deals Plestina had re- 
vealed. "I don't know this indi- 
vidual," Cochran, said. "If he 
chooses to shoot his mouth off 
he's on his own. 


"I've been in this business: 


for 15 years and we have al- 
ways dealt with informants and 
gone to any length to protect 
them. There never has been 
and is not now any rivalry be- 
tween our two agencies...no 
problems."
